Closing the Gates Granted. 


CHICAGO, May 28. Jndge Stein to-day 
Issued a temporary induction restrntaing 
the exposition dhuctory from closing the 
World's Fair an Sundays. 
The decision 


was made In accordance with the prayer 
of ttjbill filed some weeks ago by Charles 
W. Cllngman, of Chicago, hi behalf of 
himself as a stockholder-la the Exposition 
Company, and as a citizen/S^Chei proceed- 
ings were In the State Gonrfa&nd were en- 
tirely distinct from tbe more recent case In 
the Federal Courts to which the United 
States government i« a party. Jndge 
Stein held that Congress had made no 
law compelling Sunday closing. 


. Bnini«dlat«lr after the Beiullajr 


of the decision granting an injunction 
agaUSst the Sunday closing of the World's 
Fair Attorney Edwin Walker gave dotlce 
that the defendants would file an answer 
io the course of 10 days, after which argu- 
ments would be heard and the flnal decis- 
ion would be rendered later. 
The bond 


was fixed at $6,000. 
Judge Stein said, In 


the course of his decision, that the main 
points on which to decide the case were of 
the Federal law Involved, Us moral as- 
pects and the State law. 


Judge Stylo found, in the! act of Con- 


gress creating the exposition, that It ex- 
pressly provides that no rule or reg- 
ulation conflicting with the State] law of 
Illinois should be enforced. "Unper this 
law the whole of Jackson Pari would be 
thrown open to the p.ublic onJAll ;days of 
thafweek. On Octol>er 14, 13K!, |the ap-' 
propriation then .made by Congress, pro- 
vided for Sunday closing. The condition 
was acceptea by the commissioners and di- 
rectors. This constituted a legal contract 
and the gates could be kept closed legally.; 
While it has 'been shown that Congress 
ha6 withdrawn from Us agreements by 
'withholding a part of the appropriation 
there is nothing to show that the fair 
authorities had accepted the additional 
condition given in the evidence. This, he 
said, left the matter in the hands of the 
fair authorities.

HEW EXPOSITION F1.YEB 


It Mutr. 2OI nilo In Five Uour. and

The new exposition flyer of the New 


York Central road started from New York 
on its first trip to Chicago at 3 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. 


A crowd of railroad men gathered" in 


the Grand Central depot to witness the 
start. 
President Chauncey M. Depew 


gave the signal to0 Engineer "Nat Keagan, 
and the flyer flew out of the station, run- 
ning over torpedoes whlcli were strewn 
along the track for a distance ol half a 
•mile. 


The yard men were lined up along the 


track admiring the train artd waving their 
hats.

The company claims the'train ts tl^e fin- 


est and fastest regular passenger train in 
the world, and those that started on the 
trip to-day had every reason to believe It. 
It was made up with the intention of 


making the run to Chicago In 20 hours 
and, ac the same time, to afford the pas- 
s .Tigers every luxury in the way of travel 
Ing comforts possible. 
The average speed which the train was 


calculated to make was -19 miles an hour, 
including stops, 60.77 miles an hour being 
the average speed p roposed 'to be made 
on the New York Central, and 47.86 on 
the Lake Shore road. 


The train waa made up of four cars 
drawn by engine 8r8. The train sped 
49 9-10 miles In 1 the Hrst hour, reaching 
Garrison's at 4 o'clock. Twenty-five min- 
utes later the tram passed through Pongh- 
keepsle, making the 73 miles In 85 min* 
ntes. 


At Albany the first stop wns made. Tbe 


train reached there at 5.40, five minutes 
ahead of the schedule. Thus the 143 miles 
were covered in two hours and4Q minutess 
A dining car, with dinner ready, was at- 
tached, the engines were changed and the 
flyer was off again. 
. The run from Albany to TJtica, a dis- 
tance of '93 miles, waa made in 103 min- 
utes. The flyer was then 4}'z minutes 
ahead of her scheduled time. 


At 8.4S the flyer reached Syracuse, mak- 


ing the third stop, beating the schedule 
five minutes. This makes the record for 
2!>4 miles five hours and 45 minutes.

A Waterville despatch says : The strike" 


•among the weavers In the Eockwood mill 
continues unchanged apd It would take a 
very wise head to predict jost what the 
outcome will be as both sides are very 
determined and have sufficient resources 
to make a stubborn fight. The whole 
trouble seems to tarn upon whether or not 
the weavers receive adequate pomponsation 
for their services and all othejF1 questions 
&taed are side issues. 


Ode of the chief officers o( the mill 
savs the pay was as high as paid in other 
mills In the State. -He said that weavers 
who ran six looms earn on an average 
81 .0€ per day. The eight looms earn from 
41.29 to $1.59 per day. A man who earns 
81 1.60 was driven out ot the mill by his 
companions. The best weavers make no 
trouble and those who have left have been 
over persuaded by tbeir companions. 
As to the fines he said that there was a 


class of weavers who were Irresponsible 
and It made no difference to them whether 
they made good cloth or bad and but for 
the fines they could not be held account-: 
able. As an evidence that the fines did 
not make up for tbe loss made, he cited a 
case where a woman was fined $1.50 lor a 
blunder In a cut of fifty yards, which had 
to be sold at a reduction of sixteen cents 
per yard. Here was a net loss over and 
above ttye fine of $6.60. 


The overseers, Messrs. Barker and How- 
ard, hp said, are both capable men, who 
are held responsible for good work, and 
if they do not produce it men will be put 
in tneir places that wfll. ?hey simply 
carry out the orders of their superiors. 


He spoke In the highest terms of the 


conduct ot the strikers in leaving the mill 
peacefully and conducting themselves so 
quietly since going out. 


He said they had made but few gains In 


their numbers since going out, while on 
the other hand several ot the women who 
went ont would return. 


As to the flnal result, he did not care to 


talk. He said that cloth was selling very 
slow at present, and they had no large or- 
ders to prevent their abutting down. But 
they could sell their yarn at a good figure 
If they did not care to fill the weaver^' 
places for the present. No advance in 
prices could be made, as the business 
would not warrant it. No change In 
overseers could be made because the men 
complained of have simply obeyed their 
orders.
